branches sre full of sap, and the dark green 
leaves, and the eixe of the fruit, show plair- 
ly enough that tho trees get an ample euj - 
ply of food and water/' There are two rea- 
sons for this. 
1. Drouth bns comparatively 


littlo effect on rich laud. 
The "sap of the 


soil," as T call it, is rich in plant root, nttl 
the trees can got nil the food they need, 
without absorbing BO much water. 
I sup- 


pose, too, that this rich nap hat; R tendency 
to close up the pores of the leaves, nnd thus 
check evaporation, just as salt and plaster 
do when sown on wheat ami clover field,*. 
'-'. The sheep ent the grass close to tho 


The blade's of gras.-i shoot up like 


asparagus, and are hislnntly cut by the 
sheep. There is little chance for tho plants 
to evaporate moisture. 
I think this five 


acre a of orchard produces a larger "quantity 
of rich gmBH than any other dozen acres on 
the farm. 
And what is more, it produces it 


iu the tlryest and hottest season, just when 
the other pastures aro bare and brown, and 
when food is scarce and valuable. 
Two or 


three days' rest at any time give me a nice 
bit of grass for tho Iambs.—[''Walks and 
Talks About the Farm."

pounds of milk for one pound of cheese. 
Now that would givg 8'-'} pounds of. cheese, 
and at lGjj|cenls, or *'-' tin each day.

by actual experiment ono day's milk was 
saved nud made into butter, making 3£ 
pounds nt 
LT» cents per pound, 
would 


amount Io87i cents per day, or §5 in per 
week of sis day?. Deducting $5 25 from 
$13 75 leaves $8 HO in faror of cbeese- 
making and the labor Mr. P. considers about 
equal in making tho butter or taking tho 
milk to thtf factory. 
Another man says he 


never kept any account, or really had any 
idea of tho profits of the dairy; said he 
could sell his butter right nt his door for 2ii 
conts per pound, and Rave him the trouble 
of taking his milk to tho factory.

many cows do yon milk?" "Three." "Well, 
how much butter do you make in a week of 
seven days?''

TREATMENT OF TEiCU TREE". 


To grow peaches tho right way, 
writes a 


correspondent, the trees should be headed 
in every Spring. 
By doing (this tho trees 


make a vigorous growth of young wood, and 
the result will he plenty of fine peaches. 
It 


is on the young wood that the fruit grows, 
and the trees look BO much better when 
hended in than when they are left to grow 
in their own way. 
I have done it to trees 


Hint were in my care, and last season they 
were a sight to soe: such fiuo peaches wonld 
bo hard to finut-lsewhere, am! tho trees had 
never yielded anything before, ns the fruit 
was alwnys small and fell off before it 
ripened. 
There was one tree timt was not 


headed in. and it had but half a dozen 
peaches on it, Tho other trees were not fifty 
yards from it ; so it looks as though it paid 
to do it. 
It mipbt not pay for tho general 


peach 
grower 
thnt 
had 
one hundred 


acres in cultivation, but I think if ho would 
try a few trees be would get finer fruit and 
a better price for it. .It is better not to 
prow so ninny, hut to grow liner ones, and 
clear more money. 
I find it pays to put. 


wood asl-.es and fimc,- and a light sprinkling 
of salt around each tree. 
Tho top earth 


should be removed from the trea before the 
nebeu, lime and suit nre put around it. 
If 


the trees aro at ail unthrifty it will restore 
them to life again, and in a short time they 
will look an thrifty as though nothing had 
been the matter .with them. 
I think this 


helps to make fruit stay on. I would ad- 
vise, everyone that has n few trees to try 
what I have recommended, nnd see if their 
fruit does not ripen better, and grow finer 
than when they are loft to have their own 
way. 
The Boil whom these frees stood was 


a heavy clay soil, and the ground had never 
been worked, as tiioy were planted by fi 
stone wall, with hot beds next to them,which 
prevented working. 


THE KITCHEN* HARDEN. 


Whether ono has his garden in Georgia or 


Ciiuada^he needs ft hot-bed; one only will 
do for a private garden, while tho "truck- 
er" needs rows of these and frames. 
Most 


plants require about six weeks until tho 
time they aro largo enough to sot in tho 
open ground, and this will servo as a gener- 
al rule, though not an absolute one- 
If one 


wishes very early tomatoes h« takes his 
•ilant1: from the hot-bed whnrft thoy were 
sown, and transplant them to another hot- 
bed, and so with some others.

for hot-beds should bo selected whore there 
isnmplo shelter on the north and west 
aides; «lso see that thoy are not plac*d near 
buildings -n-liich harbor mice, M those pests 
of ton destroy an entire sowing of seeds. 
The frame* should bfl oightftfln inches high 
at tho back and twolvo in front nnd wide 
enough to hold Ilia iiMh, which is uRually 
nix hythrflft feet; the taugth of tho frame 
must bo governed by tho quantity offload* 
U> tio sown.

Vl'ho first thing that wo ud- 
tico is that thero is n determined, syste- 
matic and persistent opposition on Ihe part 
of men lo the Gospel of God. Human hiu- 
loryisono black record of opposition to 
God. It seeros as if Iho great aim of most 
men's lives was to livo in opposition to the 
Lord who bought them. Flatter men by 
glorifying human nature, eootho thorn by 
teaching that God is satisfied with mere 
morality, and they applaud tho preacher. 
But lot him preach repentance, let him tell 
of tho atonement, let him point Ihern lo 
tho cross, nnd at once they criticise. 


If any one is opposed to the cross of 


Christ that opposition must bo broken 
down. Is it not tho ouiy honest thing for 
people lo do to stop in their unholy living 
and seek to bo forgiven? There is infinite 
willingness on God's part to savo men, but 
men are unwilling to bo saved. God says 
iu hiB Word, "Come unto mo," ''Como buy
